Non-responsive Based on Election by Original Presentation 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Original claims 1-20, drawn to an active network for communicating data 
between devices, classified in class 370, subclass 401. 

II. Newly Amended claims 1-20, drawn to a network having redundancy wherein 
redundant data is communicated, classified in class 370, subclass 218. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: the original claims 1-20 are 
drawn to an active network for communicating between devices and the newly amended claims 
1-20 are drawn to sending redundant data on a active network having redundancy. 

3. Inventions of an active network for communicating data and a network having 
redundancy wherein redundant data is communicated are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 
In the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation such that the 
original claims 1-20 include an active network for communicating data between devices, 
whereas the newly amended claims 1-20 disclose of sending redundant data on a parallel active 
network architecture. 
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4. Newly Amended claims 1-20 submitted directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the original claims 1-20 
are drawn to an active network for communicating between devices and the newly amended 
claims 1-20 are drawn to sending redundant data on a parallel active network architecture. 
Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this 
invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 1-20 withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected 
invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

5. The amendment filed on 3/1/05 amending all claims drawn to the elected invention and 
presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03).
